This Ad Hoc Committee unanimously 
approved the statement: “We deplore the 
outside political interference in the 
normal operation of the educational 
program of the college which make it 
necessary to rescind the cancellation of 
classes and to treat this convocation 
differently from others because of the 
issues to be discussed. As President 
Hyink’s earlier announcement indicated, 
a convocation called for this purpose was 
duly approved by the college. We support 
the decision to hold the convocation as 
scheduled from 9 to noon on May 12 and 
unanimously recommend that instructors 
not hold classes during these hours and/or 
that students be permitted to make up, 
without penalty, any work missed 

Due to late withdrawal of college 
approval for this event, there will 
undoubtedly be a great deal of confusion 
on the part of students. The Executive 
Committee of the Academic Senate has 
released a statement expressing their deep 
concern over the outside intervention in 
due process in making campus*decisions 
and “in view of the lateness of the 
announcement urges the faculty to insure 
that students are not penalized for 
absence from classes during the hours of 
9 to 12 on Wednesday.” 

Chancellor Glenn Dumke was out of 
town and therefore not available for 
comment. His executive Vice Chancellor, 
Harry Brakebill, was “busy” and “tied 
up” and also not available for comment. 

It is apparent that the cancellations of 
classes may not really be the issue, since 
classes have been cancelled for a myriad 
of less important issues and speakers and 
entertainers. It must be assumed that it is 
not the convocation but the subject 
matter which is in question here, as Dr. 
Livingston explained at the press 
conference, “Fundamentally, we're being 
told that it is not a proper subject for 
discussion on a college campus.” 

One committee member at the press 
conferente suggested that a list of 
acceptable topics for convocations be 
sent out be the Chancellor's office, so 
that we. in effect, would know “which 
books to burn .

A case of... 


In answer to the growing concern over J. Edgar Hoover and his use of 
power the following previously unknown information is related. 

Have you ever wondered why J. Edgar Hoover and Howard Hughes 
have never been seen together? Simple. They are the same person. 
Howard Hughes actuaily died in 1949 while making a secret test of one 
of his experimental airplanes. Hoover, through the use of the F.B.I.’s 
investigative powers, knew of the upcoming test and detailed F.B.I. 
men to be on hand during the test. When it was determined that Hughes 
died during the test, Hoover saw his chance. He ordered all observers 
rounded up and did not disclose Hughes’ death to the public. All 
non-F.B.I. observers were deported out of the country on the pretext 
of being Mafia leaders. The F.B.I. observers, a iotal of five, submitted 
resignations and were promptly “hired” by “Howard Hughes”, now 
Hoover. They were installed as the only five people to have any 
personal contact with “Hughes”. It was at this time that “Hughes” 
began his obsession with secrecy. For 20 years Hoover conditioned the 
public world to the fact that Hughes would allow no one to see him and 
that his close advisors would handle ali his business transactions. These 
close advisors are the five ex-F.B.|. men who witnessed the test 
accident. Hoover was now in a position to enforce his moral judgments 
both legally, through the F.B.I. and economically through the use of 
Hughes’ vast personal fortune 

You say you want proof? Who has seen Hughes in the past twenty 
years? Only his five advisors. How about the reports that Hughes was in 
Nevada and is now in the Bahamas? It is fairly simple to “move” a 
non-entity. One of his five advisors seals off an entire floor of a hotel 
owned by “Hughes” and a month later states that “Hughes” has been in 
the hotel for some time. No one can possibly keep track of every 
person entering a hotel in Las Vegas in a nonth. No one was aware he 
was even going to be in Las Vegas until it was reported he was already 
there. How do you backtrack a month and find out where every person 
went that entered that hotel, let alone find out who everyone was 
What about his ex-wife, who no longer is kept in secrecy? She had a 
choice to make. Either she spent the rest of her life under lock and key 
or she agrees to say nothing in return for freedom. Her earlier one or 
two-day excursions were trial runs and she was always accompanied by 
“bodyguards.” Even now she is constantly followed and her house 
closely guarded for “protection.” As for her phone, everyone must 
agree that Hoover has some background in wire-taps 

What do “Hughes” and his business transactions have in common with 
Hoover's moral judgments? Under Hoover's leadership the F.B.I. has 
taken on the image of “your friendly clean cut all American boy law 
enforcement agency’’. No deviation is allowed. Long hair, beards, 
mustaches, are not allowed. Marriage and children are encouraged. 
(Hoover is exempt from this last “regulation” ostensibly because of his 
age but in fact because a wife would be too close and might stumble on 
his dual identity. F.B.I. agents have been fired for living with women to 
whom they aren’t married. Hoover's wiretap of Martin Luther King was 
used to show King a subversive because of his sexual activities, not 
because of his politics. And everyone “knows” gambling is bad and 
wicked and a sin, etc. But as head of the F.B.I Hoover can only enforce 
his morals on that agency. With Hughes’ money, he can force his morals 
on the entire nation. How? Simple. Economic control 

Only Nevada has legalized prostitution and statewide legalized 
gambling. Where has “Hughes” bought vast holdings? Nevada. What has 
he purchased besides direct contro! of gambling establishments? Power 
and influence. As the states’ wealthiest citizen and its largest land 
holder he is a powerful force in politics. Where is the closest place, 
outside the continental United States, where gambling and prostitution 
has anywhere near the free hand it has in Nevada? The Bahamas. Where 


has “Hughes” moved to? The Bahamas. Where is “Hughes” buying 
land? The Bahamas 
With Nevada and the Bahamas under his economic control, Hoover 


can decide to outlaw gambling and prostitution, thus making these 
activities illegal throughout the entire United States and surrounding 
countries. If people break his law he has the F.B.I. to bring these 
criminals to “‘justice.”’ Thus, the entire nation must measure up to his 
moral standards. 

Now you may ask about horse racing, dog racing, and state lotteries 
These are specialized types of gambling that have the image of true 
sports. These types of gambling are widespread and looked upon with 
favor by the various state legislatures. Therefore it would be a much 
harder job to outlaw these than to clean out Nevada and the Bahamas 
However, New York, which is getting more and more into legalized 
gambling plus having the most extensive numbers rackct in the country, 
may be Hoover’s next target. Make sure none of the Rockefellers 
disappear! 

Many may discount this statement because I have waited so long to 
make it known. However, I had to wait until | felt sure my informant 
had died and was not available to the F.B.I. for repercussions. He was a 
highly-respected citizen and formerly a member of the judiciary, Judge 
Crater. Since his disclosures to me he had been hiding in Iowa as a 
member of the Silent Majority. 

I urge you to wirte your elected representatives in Washington and 
demand they support a House sponsored bill which would force Hoover 
to either retire or pose for pictures with Howard Hughes. This appears 
to be the only way we as free citizens can determine our own sense of 
morals

Fleet-feet 
second 
at Fresno

Ihe Sacramento State Hornet 
track team returned home trom 
Fresno after making one of SSC’s 
finest showings at the West Coast 
relays. The 44th annual running 
of the popular meet was 
constantly threatened by rain, as 
the weather washed out all of 
Friday's scheduled events. Friday 
night, coaches and officials go. 
together and decided to start 
Saturday's events at 8:30 a.m 

The first Hornet to test the 
outstanding field of collegiate 
competitors was distance 
specialist Noel Hitchcock who 
took fourth in the college division 


three-mile run with a time of 
14:09.6. Noel's time broke his 
own school record 14:17.0 by 7.4 


seconds 

SSC hurdler Tom Ellis took the 
first gold watch for the Hornet 
contingent taking the college 


division 120 highs with a 14.5 
clocking. Ellis came back later to 
run the open. division, which 
boasts University competition, to 
place fifth behind Tommie Lee 
White of Southern California 
Striders 

Taking the second gold watch 
for Stan Wright's Hornet 
mercury men was weight-man 
Dave McKenzie who set 4 new 


school record in the shot-put with 
a toss of 6-6. Dave later cut loose 
a 57-plus shot, but stepped out of 
the circle unaware that the put 
was good. Said McKenzie after the 


a4 
meet, “I didn't know the 
§7-footer was good because it 


jidn’t feel like it went that far. I 
could have stayed in the circle had 
I known the put was good.” 

SSC’s devastating 440-relay 
team didn’t fare so well in the 
college division relay due to a lane 
mix-up, which left the Hornets in 
third place. The relay crew came 
back later, however, to take the 
open division 440 relay with a fast 
time of 41.0. Ralph Ligons started 
off the relay surprise by making 
up the stagger on the entire field 
coming out of the first turn 
Taking the pass from Ligons was 
Tom Allen who increased the lead 
five more yards. Quenton Pruitt 
and Clarence Jones then took 


over, meeting the challenges of 
Cal Poly SLO and San Diego 
State, with Jones holding off Cal 


Poly’s Bobby Turner. SSC also 
had the open division 880 relay as 
good as won until the last 
hand-off, when anchor man Jones 
was blocked out three times by 
Turner. The Hornets protested to 
no avail, ending fourth with a 
time of 1.746 2 

Another good effort for the 
Hornets included a 9.8 100 yd 
dash by Ralph Ligons for second 
place in the college division heat 
Ihe field also included John 
Pettus, of San Francisco State and 
Bobby Turner of Cal Poly SLO, 
the winner at 9.5 

Triple jumper Kevin Moore also 
made a fine showing in_ his 
specialty with a leap of 46-2%, for 
second place in college division 


The Hornets finished the 
competition in second place 
behind Cal Poly SLO. SSC scored 


31 points to Cal Poly’s 38. In the 
ypen division (university) Sac 
scored 18 points to grab seventh 
place 

The next competition will be in 
Chico next week when the Hornet 
fleet-feet travel there for a dual 
meet with the Wildcats
